Applicants and their counsel have carefully reviewed the Office Action dated 
December 2, 2002, but believe the claims in their present form are patentable over 
the teachings of the references relied upon by the Examiner. Reconsideration of the 
application in view of the following arguments in support of patentability is therefore 
respectfully requested. 

REMARKS 

In the Office Action dated December 2, 2002, all claims of the application 
were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1 03(a) as being unpatentable over the combined 
teachings of Murata et al. and Manduley et al. Claims 1, 2, 3 and 4 and 6 were 
rejected based on this combination alone, and the other claims were rejected based 
on this combination further in view of teachings of one or more secondary 
references.
